1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with other limitations of the claims, the cited prior arts fail to teach the first 
input terminal of the second NAND through the first inverter, as required by amended 
claim 1 ; the cited prior arts also fail to teach at least first, second and third NORs, each 
of the first, second and third NORS having first and second input terminals, as required 
by amended claim 5; the cited prior arts also fail to teach a source driver which inputs a 
clock signal, a start pulse and a video signal and outputs a plurality of signals to a 
plurality of source signal lines in accordance with the clock signal, the start pulse and 
the video signal, as recited in claim 9; a gate driver which inputs a clock signal and a 
start pulse and sequentially outputs a select pulse to a plurality of gate signal lines in 
accordance with the clock signal and the start pulse, as required by claim 13; the cited 
prior arts also fail to teach an output terminal of a NOR of a final line in the plurality of 
NORs is electrically connected to an output terminal at which a second output of an 
inspection is obtained, as required by claim 17; the cited prior arts also fail to teach an 
output terminal of the comparator circuit is electrically connected to an output terminal at 
which an output of an inspection is obtained, as required by claim 18; the cited prior arts 
also fail to teach an output of i-th NAND is inputted to a second input terminal of (i+1 )th 
NAND through an inverter, as required by amended claim 20; the cited prior arts also 
fail to teach simultaneously inputting each of the sampled signals to each first input 
terminal of n NANDs included in an inspecting circuit and to each first input terminal of n 
NORs included in the inspecting circuit, wherein an output of i-th NAND is inputted to a 
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second input terminal of (i+1)th NAND, as required in amended be amended claim 21; 
and the cited prior arts also fail to teach the second input terminals of the first and 
second NORs are connected to first and second signal lines respectively, as required by 
amended claim 22.
